the ahr of all Europe. This made it endurable to sharpen one's 
sense, including the sense of smell, by brisk bloodletting.

Sensationalism Only 

IN A RECENT SURVEY of our files on leffers to the editor, 
a rather deplorable situation was brought to light. It is 
° an unfortunate reflection on the 'student body that the 
only subjects to excite response — whether in a' positive or 
negative vein — are those which. deal with racial or reli- 
gious discrimination/ fraternities and the CUCND. Although 
the non-journalistic public is continually reproaching the 
press for any indications of sensationalism, fn actuality the 
student reader gives his only intimation of active partici- 
pation when confronted with these annually controversial 
and highly-colourful topics. 

It is the policy of this editorial board to attempt to 
cover all facets of educational problems as well as to pre- 
sent comment on extraneous situations which should be of 
Interest to the student body. Surprisingly,>enough, We have 
received no comment from students on éditorials or columns 
which have dealt with these issues. We would be taking 
an extremely radical point of view if we attempted to sur- 
mise that the opinloiiSsproferred by one board coincide 
perfetptly yvlth the viewpoint of 9,500 McGillians. On the basis 
of the fact that we do receive letters in quantity on these other 
subjects, we assume^hat the campus is re.ading the Daily. 
The only other conclusion which we can draw Is that colle» 
gians either do not have the interest or the knowledge to* 
moke a creditable contribution to the argument. 

A great deal of time and thought has been given by 
educators in the post and at the present time to the problems 
of our educational system. A Royal Commission of Inquiry 
was set up at the last session of the Quebec Legislature to 
cariy out a thorough and impartial study on the state of 
education In the province. Legislation also passed at the 
last sessioii assures free education from kindergarten to 
grade 1 1 according to the abilities and ambitions of the 
child; and a proposal for inclusion of this assurance at the 
university level has also been voiced. A plea went out at tho 
last convention of the Catholic School Board for a higher 
quality of secondary school teacher. / 

/ These are only a few of the activities being carried out 
by responsible persons In the interests of raising our edu- 
cational standards. However, these ameliorations are ins- 
tituted on behalf of the student population; and if the subject 
matter Is neither interested nor aware of the issues then a lot 
of research and effort is being, and will be wasted. 

Come Join Tiie Club 

FOR THOSE WHO ARE NOT yet in the know, there is a 
. McGIII football affair this Saturday afternoon. To put the 
matter very succinctly, if you wish' to help McGill win 
even though you are not on the team, then come out and 
keep up the morale of your representatives on the field by 
your presence and vocal efforts. If you don't care, however, 
then don't bother putting in an appearance, because even 
though someone may coerce or shame l yoii into attending, 
.your lock pf enthusiasm will not be appreciated. 

Of course/ as seems to be the case In many other 
campus activities, the attendants, at any college event are 
members of a distinct elite. ;Jhe^qua!|ficâlIons for member- 
ship are spirited loyalty, enthusiasnri'MDnd an' effective pair of 
lungs. Although tho club does notlhave any selective policies 
in its constitution, it seems that the prerequisites are some- 
what/rigorous; for each year . we are reminded that the 
enrollment is not what it could or should be. May we point 
out to the student body that there are many excellent qua- 
lities In favour of. this particular club: (a) it guarantees 
enjoyment (b) it littrpduQes a spirit of unity in a rather large 
and scattered campus community, to quote only a couple of 
examples.

Dear Madam, 

The Students' Society panel 
discussion with Russian student 
leaders was a failure in almost 
every respect. In the minds of 
our guests it undoubtedly fitted 
neatly into a scries of similar 
fruitless experiences in the field 
and few among the audience 
would leave the Ballroom with 
a gain in knowledge or under- 
standing of the problems touch- 
ed upon. Did this necessarily 
have to be so ? In my view : no. 

However, in order that such a 
delicate discussion shall have 
the least chance of success, its 
organisation must be perfect. 
This is a quite fundamental re- 
quirement that was wildly sin- 
ned against on Tuesday. 

Evidently, the failure to make 
sure tliat the guests were able 
to arrive at the given hour (and 
not 45 minutes later) meant that 
the majority of the audience had 
to leave for lectures once the 
whole thing got started. S.E.C. 
is only partly to blame for this, 
but made In return a number of 
otlicr blunders. 
In the first place, nothing in- 
. dicating topics to be discussed 
was announced, probably be- 
cause nobody had any clear idea 
of what was going to take place. 
The participants should appa- 
rently be allowed to pick what- 
ever came to their .minds from 
the vast array of controversies 
accumulated during the last 43 
years of more or less heated ar- 
gument. 

It is surprising to notice that 
anyone with even a modest ex- 
perience in such wild discussions 
still believe In them. Selecting 
one topic or a specific problem 
area is the only realistic policy 
in order to approach anything 
resembling agreement or even 
get a working knowledge of the 
counterpart's line of thought. 
Instead, we witnessed the clas- 
sical game of throwing stones at 
each other, in this instance 
mainly on the model: Canadian 
attack— Russian defense counter- 
attack — confused interval — ' 
next item. 

The Russian student is well 
trained In this game and the two 
representatives had but little 
trouble with finding the "cor- 
rect" answers. The debaters 
missed several opportunities for 
an easy follow-up. in their ab- 
sorption with the task of finding 
other areas of. attack. 

Granted the desirability of 
maximum audience, tho advert!-- 
sing of the event was unusually 
modest, with no publicity or 
posters in advance. Tho articles 
in tius same morning's AfcGill 
Daily were voluminous biit not 
a very, efficient guide to finding 
out time and place. 

Furthermore, the spectacle al- 
so demonstrated the inconve- 
niences of 'arranging extra-curri- 
cular ^.'activities around lunch- 
time; whcn-nobody can spare tho 
time for more than superficial 
treatment of a topic. 

In this particular case many 
will hold the view that tho Rus- 
sians are beyond hope, anyway, 
and that any effort to^ come to 
terms with thorn is Just^ji^te 
of time. This may nofrnccessa-. 
rily be so, even though discus- 
sions always arc difficult and 
often (exasperating. The only 
thing is that, our future is pro- 
bably dependent on our ability 
to carry out such discussions. In 
view of McGlll's debating com- 
petions (and lectures on "Capi- 
talism and Democracy") Us last 
contribution was a weak one.

Memorial University of Newfoundland was officially opened Monday, with a host of 
dignitaries, including Prime Minister Diefenbaker and Eleanor Roosevelt, attending the ceremony. 



Representatives of most Canu 
dian Universities were flown in as 
guests of the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment Dr F. Cyril James, Mc- 
Gill's Principal and VIce<:hanceI- 
lor, delivered the convocation ad- 
dress.
